Conference  On 
Human  Rights 

Human  rights  in  Canada  will  re- 
ceive close  examination  in  Ottawa 
at  a three  day  conference  spon- 
sored by  twenty-five  national 
church,  labour,  women’s  and 
ethnic  organizations. 

The  National  Human  Rights 
Conference  as  it  is  called  will  take 
place  at  the  Chateau  Laurier  on 
Monday,  Tuesday  and  Wednesday, 
December  8,  9 and  10. 

The  meet  here  will  climax  an- 
niversary observances  in  Halifax, 
Montreal,  Vancouver  and  Winnipeg 
commemorating  the  Tenth  Anniv- 
ersary of  the  adoption  of  the 
Universal  Declaration  of  Human 
Rights. 

In  the  Universal  Declaration,  the 
United  Nations  had  dedicated  itself 
to  advancing  the  inherent  and 
equal  rights  “of  all  members  of 
the  human  family.” 

Featured  in  the  conference  dis- 
cussions will  be  a panel  session 
on  the  government’s  proposed  Bill 
of  Rights.  Delegates  will  also  dis- 
cuss Canadian  problems  in  the 
fields  of  civil  rights  and  liberties, 
social  rights  and  economic  rights.

Rabbi  Dr.  Nathan  Drazin  of 
Baltimore,  author  of  the  recent 
best  seller  “Marriage  Made  in 
Heaven”  will  headline  an  outstand- 
ing program  which  will  include 
the  lighting  of  the  Hanukah 
candles  by  Cantor  Hyman  Gertler 
and  a number  of  selections  by  the 
Jewish  Community  Center  Choral 
Society  under  the  direction  of 
Rev.  Joseph  Rabin. 

Those  attending  will  also  have 
an  opportunity  to  visit  the  library 
and  to  inspect  many  of  the  new 
books  which  have  been  added  to 
the  shelves  in  recent  weeks.  The 
results  of  the  book  review  contest 
for  young  people  will  be  announc- 
ed and  prizes  awarded  to  the  win- 
ners. Tea  will  be  served  in  the 
Social  Hall  at  the  conclusion  of 
the  evening.

While  at  Johns  Hop- 
kins, he  was  awarded  a Phi  Beta 
Kappa  Key  for  excellence  in  his 
studies. 

In  addition  to  the  current  best 
seller,  Rabbi  Drazin  is  the  author 
of  “History  of  Jewish  Education’ 
published  in  1940.  He  is  the  presi- 
dent of  the  Mizrachi  Seabord 
Region,  president  of  the  Talmudi- 
cal  Academy  of  Baltimore,  vice- 
president  of  the  Baltimore  Branch 
of  the  Academy  of  Religion  and 
Mental  Health,  an  auxiliary  armed 
forces  chaplain  and  an  active  mem- 
ber of  many  other  local  and  na- 
tional organizations. 

Dr.  Drazin  has  been  Rabbi  of 
the  Shaarei  Tfiloh  Congregation, 
one  of  the  largest  Synagogues  in 
Baltimore,  for  the  past  twenty-five 
years.

Plans  for  Talmud 
Torah,  Gym 
Ready  For  Tender 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Jewish  Community  Center  is 
pleased  to  announce  that  detailed 
plans  and  specifications  for  the 
Central  Talmud  Torah,  the  gym- 
nasium and  the  balance  of  Commu- 
nity Center  facilities  have  been 
completed  by  the  architects  and 
will  be  sent  to  a number  of  general 
contractors  for  tender  this  week. 
Bids  will  be  received  in  approxim- 
ately four  weeks.

Funds  for  this  project  have 
been  raised  by  two  campaigns  held 
in  1947  and  in  1953.  Chairmen  of 
these  appeals  were  Murray  Rosman 
and  Charles  Gavsie,  Q.C.,  respec- 
tively. 

Facilities  Included  In  Building 

The  modern  one-story  building 
which  will  rise  on  the  8 acre  site 
at  the  intersection  of  Kirkwood 
and  the  Queensway  is  slated  for 
completion  by  the  fall  of  1959. 

The  rambling  structure  faced 
with  brick  and  redwood  measures 
244’  at  its  longest  point  and  208’ 
at  its  widest  point.  This  phase  of 
construction  includes  an  audito- 
rium, adjoining  multi-purpose 
room,  lounge,  offices,  kitchen  fa- 
cilities, checkrooms,  bridal  room, 
large  rumpus  room  for  children’s 
activities,  storage  and  service  areas. 
Six  bright,  airy  classrooms  and  a 
double  nursery-kindergarten  will 
house  the  West  End  Branch  of  the 
Talmud  Torah. 

The  plans  prepared  by  the  archi- 
tectural firm  of  Hazelgrove,  Lith- 
wick and  Lambert  are  so  designed 
as  to  permit  the  addition  of  the 
permanent  Synagogue,  the  Chapel 
and  further  classroom  space.  Land- 
scaping and  the  development  of 
outdoor  recreational  facilities  are 
also  in  the  planning. 

Now  that  construction  is  actual- 
ly under  way,  funds  are  urgently 
required  to  meet  regular  progress 
payments  to  the  general  contract- 
or. The  officers  of  the  Congrega- 
tion urge  all  contributors  to  remit 
payment  of  their  pledges  at  the 
earliest  possible  time. 


Visibly  Touched  By  Occasion 


Mr.  Lieff,  visibly  touched  by  the 
occasion  traced  the  development  of 
the  Congregation  from  the  early 
days  of  worship  in  private  homes, 
rented  halls  and  renovated  build- 
ings. He  described  the  new  build- 
ing as  the  realization  of  a dream, 
and  the  beginning  of  a challenge 
to  develop  the  kind  of  program 
which  will  have  real  meaning  and 
purpose  for  members  and  their 
children. 


He  paid  tribute  to  the  early 
pioneers,  to  his  predecessors  as 
president  and  to  the  many  men 
and  women  who  have  worked  long 
and  faithfully  to  bring  the  new 
building  into  being. 


A DREAM  COMES  TRUE

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First  Candle  To  Be  Lit  On 
Saturday  Evening,  December  6 

On  the  25th  of  Kislev,  in  the  year  168  before  the  common  era, 
troops  of  Antiochus  Epiphanes,  ruler  of  Syria  and  conqueror  of  Pales- 
tine, set  up  an  image  of  the  Greek  god  Jupiter  in  the  Holy  Temple 
in  Jerusalem.  This  was  the  most  flagrant  act  of  desecration  in  an 
intensive  program  of  exterminating  the  Jewish  way  of  life  and  in- 
troducing in  its  place  Hellenistic  culture  and  religion. 

This  was  the  most  flagrant  — but  there  was  much  more.  A royal 
decree  proclaimed  the  death  sentence  for  anyone  practising  the  Jewish 
religion.  It  was  unlawful  to  keep  the  Sabbath  or  any  of  the  Holidays. 
Jews  had  to  offer  sacrifices  at  Greek  altars  and  celebrate  all  Greek 
festivals.  Overseers  were  appointed  to  make  sure  that  the  new  laws 
were  carried  out.  Torah  scrolls  were  torn  to  pieces  and  burned,  their 
owners  put  to  death.  A group  of  Jews  who  tried  to  keep  the  Sabbath 
in  a hidden  cave  near  Jerusalem  were  caught  and  burned  to  death. 
Antiochus  the  Madman  was  determined  to  uproot  the  Jewish  religion. 


But  he  did  not  figure  on  a small  band  of  brave  men.  These  were 
Mattathias  the  Hasmonean,  an  old  Kohein  (Priest)  who  lived  in  the 
village  of  Modin,  and  his  five  sons.  With  his  sons  and  other  faithful 
Jews,  Mattathias  fled  to  the  hills  and  began  an  open  revolt  against 
the  Syrians.  When  Mattathias  died  soon  after,  his  son  Judah  took 
leadership  of  the  rebels,  who  were  called  the  Maccabees.  The  name 
was  devised  from  the  initial  letters  of  their  slogan  : “Mi  Komocho 
Bo’eilim  HaShem  ? — Who  is  like  unto  Thee  among  the  mighty, 
0 Lord  ?” 

The  name  was  especially  appropriate  to  Judah  Maccabee,  for 
Maccabee  also  means  “hammer”  in  Hebrew,  and  Judah  hammered  at 
Antiochus’  hordes  until  he  gained  military  victory  for  the  Jewish 
forces.  This  military  victory  was  one  of  the  miracles  of  Hanukah. 
For  the  Maccabees,  outnumbered  15  to  1,  fighting  a hit-and-run 
guerilla  warfare,  defeated  the  mighty  armies  of  Antiochus  and  drove 
them  from  the  Holy  Land. 

Palestine  was  free  once  more.  The  Maccabees  had  brought  victory 
to  the  Jews.  And  how  did  they  celebrate  this  victory  ? They  turned 
to  the  Holy  Temple.  Patiently,  lovingly,  they  rebuilt  the  shattered 
gates  and  walls.  They  cleansed  the  holy  courts  and  prepared  to  begin 
again  the  sacrifices  and  the  ceremonies. 

But  when  they  looked  for  oil  to  light  the  Menorah  (Candelabra) 
they  found  only  one  small  pitcher  bearing  the  seal  of  the  Kohein 
Godol  (High  Priest)  — enough  to  burn  only  one  day.  And  so,  until 
new,  pure  oil  could  be  made,  the  second  miracle  of  Hanukah  took 
place.  The  oil  from  one  little  pitcher  — enough  for  only  one  day  — 
burned  for  a full  eight  days  ! 

On  the  25th  of  Kislev,  in  the  year  165  before  the  common  era  — 
exactly  three  years  after  the  first  terrible  desecration  — the  Menorah 
was  rekindled  in  the  Holy  Temple. 

And  thus,  for  the  miracle  of  the  heroic  victory  of  the  Maccabees 
against  the  enemy  and  for  the  miracle  of  the  oil,  we  celebrate  a 
festival  of  eight  days  each  year,  beginning  on  the  25th  of  Kislev 
(corresponding  this  year  to  Saturday  evening,  December  6),  a festival 
of  thanks  and  praise  to  the  Almighty  — the  Festival  of  Hanukah.

Some  Laws 
For  Hanukah 


Candles  are  lit  each  night  during 
Chanukah  — one  on  the  first 
night,  two  on  the  second,  etc.,  until 
eight  are  lit  on  the  eighth  night. 

The  first  candle  is  placed  at  the 
extreme  right  of  the  Menorah. 
Each  following  night  the  additional 
candle  is  placed  to  the  left  of  the 
previous  ones.  However,  the  order 
of  lighting  the  candles  is  from 
left  to  right  — that  is,  the  latest 
additional  candles  is  lit  first. 

The  Menorah  should  be  placed 
near  a window  or  near  a door,  as 
a symbol  of  publicizing  the  mir- 
acle. If  placed  at  a door,  it  should 
be  on  the  side  opposite  the  Me- 
zuzah. 

On  the  first  night,  three  bles- 
sings are  said  — "L’hadlik  ner  etc. 
— To  kindle  the  light  etc.”, 
“She'oso  nisim  etc.  — Who 
wrought  miracles  etc.’’,  and  “She- 
hechionu  etc.  — Who  has  kept 
us  in  life  etc.".  On  all  following 
nights  only  the  first  two  are  said. 

The  candles  should  be  lit  after 
stars  appear  at  night  but  may  be 
lit  as  long  as  the  people  of  the 
house  are  awake.  The  candles 
should  be  able  to  burn  for  at 
least  a half  hour.

"THOU  SHALT  LOVE  THY  NEIGHBOR  AS  THYSELF" 

This  is  the  motto  to  be  used  by  Israel 
in  honor  of  Human  Rights  Day.  On 
December  10,  1958,  Human  Rights  Day 
is  being  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
peoples  of  the  world  by  the  United 
Nations  and  many  member  countries  of 
the  U.N.  This  year  is  the  first  time 
Israel  has  joined  the  nations  honoring 
Human  Rights  philatelically.  Jacques 
Minkus,  director  of  the  Israel  Philatelic 
Agency  in  America,  Inc.,  has  just  been  advised  by  the  Ministry  of 
Posts  of  the  State  of  Israel  that  on  December  10,  1958,  they  will 
release  a most  attractive  multi-colored  stamp  with  a face  value  of 
750  pruta  in  honor  of  this  great  humanitarian  ideal.  The  central  design 
of  this  stamp  is  a slab  of  stone  inscribed,  “Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbor 
as  thyself,”  a quotation  from  the  book  of  Leviticus,  Chapter  19, 
Verse  18. 

Sheets  will  consist  of  20  stamps  with  five  tabs  adjacent  to  the 
bottom  row  of  stamps.  The  Biblical  quotation  is  repeated  in  the  five 
official  languages  of  the  United  Nations  on  the  tabs  below  the  stamps. 
The  emblem  of  the  United  Nations  is  seen  in  the  lower  right  corner 
| of  each  stamp.

“The  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Jewish  Community  Center  is 
pleased  to  take  part  in  the  impor- 
tant ceremony  being  conducted 
here  today. 

The  creation  of  a new  and  per- 
manent home  for  Congregation 
Agudath  Israel  is  a noteworthy 
milestone  in  the  history  of  Ottawa, 
for  it  signalizes  the  determination 
of  those  who  live  in  this  part  of 
the  city  to  establish  firmly  in  their 
midst  the  religious  traditions  and 
ways  of  life  which  they  'have 
brought  with  them  from  elsewhere. 
That  Jewish  way  of  life  has  flour- 
ished since  the  foundation  of  your 
congregation,  and  we  share  with 
you  the  hope  that  it  will  continue 
to  grow  in  greater  depth  and 
meaning  with  the  construction  of 
the  new  Synagogue. 

Our  Board  today  joins  in  tribute 
to  the  devoted  leaders  of  this  Con- 
gregation, and  especially  its  pre- 
sident, Mr.  A.  H.  Lieff,  for  the 
tireless  effort  which  has  brought 
the  building  programme  to  this 
point;  we  are  confident  that  the 
same  spirit  of  leadership  will  lead 
to  the  full  realization  of  your  pro- 
gramme. 

This  ceremony  has  a special 
meaning  for  the  Community  Center 
because  it  represents  the  fulfil- 


ment of  part  of  our  own  objectives. 
Our  Board  is  under  obligation  to 
provide  such  school  facilities  as 
may  be  required  by  the  Ottawa 
Talmud  Torah  Board,  and  we  were 
therefore  pleased  to  conclude  fi- 
nancial and  administrative  ar- 
rangements with  your  Congrega- 
tion whereby  part  of  this  new 
building  can  be  built  now  and  des- 
tined for  use  as  a Talmud  Torah.

Book  Reviews

ONLY  IN  AMERICA.  By  Harry 
Golden.  New  York,  World  Pub- 
lishing Co.,  1958.  317  pages. 

This  best-seller  is  not  the  type 
of  book  which  will  lose  its  popu- 
larity even  after  it  is  replaced  on 
the  current  and  choice  lists.  While 
it  cannot  be  termed  a “classic”  in 
the  formal  sense  of  the  word,  it 
is  the  feeling  of  this  reviewer  that 
"Only  In  America”  can  and  should 
be  read  today,  tomorrow,  and  fifty 
years  from  now  with  equal  enjoy- 
ment. The  author  reminds  us  so 
much  of  the  immortal  Shalom 
Aleichem,  in  that  he  evokes  the 
laughter  of  the  reader,  and  at  the 
same  time,  his  tears.  He  gently 
pokes  fun  at  people,  at  the  Jews, 
at  politicians,  yet  under  the  comic- 
al description,  we  find  sadness, 
pathos,  and  sometimes  even  a 
trace  of  hopelessness. 

Especially  enjoyable  are  those 
items  in  the  book  which  describe 
life  in  New  York  during  the  days 
of  heavy  Jewish  immigration. 
Golden’s  tribute  to  the  Jewish 
mother  is  something  to  which  each 
one  of  us  could  sign  our  names. 

Since  the  book  is  a collection 
of  articles,  it  can  be  read  and  re- 
read during  even  the  briefest 
hours  of  leisure. 

LETTERS  FROM  JERUSALEM. 
By  Mary  Clawson.  New  York, 
Abelard  Schuman  Publishers,  1958. 
224  pages. 

In  this  collection  of  letters 
written  by  the  author  to  her 
friends  and  family,  during  the 
period  of  time  she  was  living  in 
Israel  with  her  husband  and  chil- 
dren, we  read  a remarkable  “love 
affair”  of  a non-Jewish  woman 
with  Israel  and  its  people. 

Perhaps  it  is  because,  as  the 
author  herself  tells  us,  her  mother 
conditioned  her  in  her  youth  to 
thinking  that  the  Jews  were  ambi- 
tious and  hard-working,  devoted 
and  self-sacrificing  and  extremely 
capable  people  . . . but  even  Jewish 
tourists  and  Israelis  themselves 
could  not  boast  of  the  patience 
and  the  forebearance  of  this  wom- 
an in  face  of  so  many  difficul- 
ties . . . some  petty,  others  more 
important. 

Her  descriptions  of  the  Israeli 
scene,  her  complete  understand- 
ing of  the  people  and  their  prob- 
lems, as  well  as  her  “integration” 
into  the  life  of  Israel  make  fascin- 
ating reading. 

We  particularly  enjoyed  the 
item  describing  the  austerity  of 
life  in  Jerusalem  at  that  time 
(1953),  yet  Israel’s  ordinary  citi- 
zens, not  professional  people,  all 
had  large  and  good  libraries.  This 
is  an  especially  timely  message 
for  Jewish  Book  Month  which  we 
now  celebrate.

Foreign  and  Security  Affairs

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Jewish  Home  for  the  Aged  is 
pleased  to  announce  to  its  1,500 
members  and  to  the  community  at 
large  that  payment  for  the  land 
for  the  Hsme  has  now  been  com- 
oleted. 

A delegation  composed  of  Mrs. 
Abraham  Lithwick,  Mrs.  Samuel 
Lepofsky,  Jacie  C.  Horwitz,  Q.C., 
Abraham  Shaffer,  and  Dr.  M.  Ralph 
Berke  recently  met  with  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Vaad  Ha’Ir  to 
discuss  when  it  would  be  best  to 
proceed  with  a campaign  for  funds 
for  the  construction  of  the  new 
Home  for  the  Aged  building.

Begin  New  Series 
of  Hebrew  Courses 

A new  series  of  courses  in  ele- 
mentary and  advanced  Hebrew 
was  initiated  last  week  at  the  Cen- 
ter under  the  joint  sponsorship  of 
the  Adult  Program  Committee  of 
the  Jewish  Community  Center  and 
the  Hebrew  Culture  Organization 
(Chug  Ivri-Keren  Hatarbut). 

The  current  twenty-session  series 
is  part  of  a nation-wide  movement 
designed  to  give  as  many  people 
as  possible  a basic  knowledge  of 
the  spoken  and  written  Hebrew 
language. 

The  instructional  method  used 
enables  beginners  to  read,  write 
and  carry  on  a simple  Hebrew 
conversation  at  the  end  of  the 
twenty  week  period.
